Sure It’s Not Friend’s Body. 

Miss Mamie Doone, 762 Dearborn avenue, 
Miss Jane Bamber, 739 East Thirty-fifth 
street, and Miss Dorcas Stathem, the last 
Miss Wargo’s roommate, all said the body 
was not that of their friend. 

*“‘Mary wore three rings, a raised oval agate 
ring, a signet ring, and a chipped diamond 
ring,”’ Miss Stathem said. “ But the dia- 
mond ring was utterly different from this 
one. This one has an old style setting. while 
her ring had a low set-in setting. On the 
body are biack top shoes, heavy stockings, 
and heavy underwear. Mary had only one 
pair of high black shoes, and these are at 
home in the closet. She always wore light 
weight stockings and underwear.” 

After these visitors at the undertaking 
rooms had satisfied themselves, the body 
was not that of Miss Wargo, Mrs. Mae Jones, 
3253 Vernon avenve, called and asked if a 
girl of the name of Margaret Wilson had 
been killed in the fire. She said a: girl of 
that naine, 18 years old, had been rooming 
at her house about three weeks, and last 
week had told her she had begun working 
in the Fish store. She did not return for 
dinner last night as was her custom, and Mrs. 
Jones became worried. : 

The fire loss was estimated at $300,0UU, di- 
vided equally between building and stock. 
The stock of the Fish firm in the State street 
store was uninjured. 


Bodies Placed in Basement. 


The back room in Buffum’s undertaking 
rooms, in which bodies usually are received, 
was too small to permit the placing of the 
remains there. At the rear of the undertak- 
ing rooms stands a dilapidated, deserted 
wooden structure, and into the basement of 
this building the charred bodies were carried. 
With the exception of one, that of Mrs. Han- 
neh Burden, only particles of clothing re- 
mained on the limbs. The bodies were num- 
bered, No. 1, No. 2, and so one. up to eleven. 

Trinkets, a particle of clothing, and teeth 
were practically the only means of identi- 
fying the bodies. 

Scenes, pathetic and‘heartrending, marked 
each identification. After each man and 
women left the improvised morgue, he or she 
was led to the desk of Chief Deputy Coroner 
Jones and Deputy Coroner Conrad, where, 
still overcome with grief and: horror, they 
told what they knew of the victim. . 


Pathetic Tale Is Revealed. 


This examination revealed one of the 
strange and pathetic tales of the tragedy. 
It was disclosed during the idenitfication re- 
garding Miss Ethel Anderson. Her father, 
& carpenter, had staggered nail fainting trom 
thé morgue, resting on the arm of the Rev. 
pA. F. Bergstrom, pastor of the Swedish 
Lutheran Tabernacle church. The girl was a 
member of the church choir, had practiced 
ardently for the Eaeter service, and was a 
teacher in the Sun school 

In the spring of 1907, according to the 
Rev. M. Bergstrom.twelve girls, ali 16 years 
old, were cenfirmed in the little South Chi- 
cago church.

acted upon any matter relative to the +» ish 
building in Wabash avenue, the Fish build- 
ing in State street, or three other bwildings 
named in Capt. Deasy’s report. 


His clerks were able to find only one record | 


of any sort concerning the Fish building in 
Wabash avenue in which the fatalities oc- 
curred. They were unable to find: 


If a permit ever was issued for the building 


which was erected in 1882. 

If the structure ever had been inspected by 
the building department to ascertain its 
safety. : 

The only record relative to the Fish build- 
ing was a permit issued in 1904 to change the 
front of it. 

“*I remember plainly that we had a report 
on this Fish building within the last half 
year,”’ said Assistant Fire Chief Seyferlich, 
who watches the clerical details of:the fire 
marshal’s office. . 

To make sure he went to the telephone and 
called up Capt. Deasy. 

‘Did you ever inspect the Fish building?’ 
he asked Deasy. 

The latter told him he had. 

‘“* Have you got a copy of the report?” 

Deasy said he thought he had and would 
look up his records. In a few minutes he 
read the report over the phone to Seyfer- 


lich, ‘ 
Custom of Fire Department. 


Assistant Chief Seyferlich when informed 
that Commissioner Campbell had denied hav- 
ing received it, said: 

“Why; it was sent to his office. There 
certainly would be no object on our part not 
to send it to the building department. It ie 
the policy of the fire department, although 
it is not required by ordinasice, to have each 
captain make an investigation from time to 
time of buildings in his district to see if they 
need fire escapes, have sufficient stairways, 
and are safe generally. 

“These reports come in right along and 
we turn them over, as I say, to the building 
department. We never keep a copy of them. 
We seldom send a communication attached 

ese reports.” 

CO eeetary maitery of the building depart- 
ment at first took the stand that the head of 
the building department would not consider 
that he had received any such report unless 
the fire department officials could show a 
copy of the communication from the fire 

Later he admitted that the 
reports to the buliaing de- 
artment office seldom are accompanied by 


o ed communications from the fire mar-

” We don’t get many such reports from the 
fire chief,” he said. “ They come here some- 
times by messenger from the fire chief's office 
and imes Horan himself sends in « 
communication emmodying the report.” 


Campbell Waits for Complaints. 


With reference to failure to have the 
building inspected to ascertain its safety, 
Commissioner Campbell said: 

“We don’t inspect many old buildings un- 
less we have a complaint that it is un- 
safe. As near as I can find, this build- 

never has been inspected. You know the 
pyilding code says we don’t have to inspect 
such buildings unless we have a compiaint. 
We have never had 4 complaint on this build-.

Ladders Not Fire Escapes. 
Patrick J. Miniter, who has charge of the 
bureau for inspecting all hotels and apart- 
ment houses more than three stories high, 
said the term “ fire escape ” for structures of 
the ladder type is a misnomer.

With only a small force of 
assistants, the bureau chiefs have adhered 
to a rule of making the general inspections 
when not occupied with complaints that a 
structure is extremely hazardous. 
Judge Thinks Firemen Slow. / 

Municipal Judge William N. Gemmill, an 
eyewitness of the disaster, criticised the 
firemen. 


“I was passing in a street car, saw smoke [| 


issuing from the fourth and fifth floors of the 
building, and left the car with other passen- 
gers to hurry to the scéne,”’ he said. “ Ten 
or fifteen minutes later a truck bearing a 
long combination ladder arrived. Two girls 
were sitting up in a window on the sixth floor 
screaming for help. The firemen raised the 
ladder about thirty feet south of them. There 
it stood while we implored the men to at- 
tempt to reach the women in the window. 

“They said the wires which held the big 
sign were in the way, but many of us thought 
the ladder could have been lowered and 
moved round the wires. A dozen of us at- 
tempted to use that ladder, but it was too 
heavy, and the firemen refused to aid us. 
Then they put up a short ladder which 
reached to the third story and two men 
climbed up, but they had no chance to reach 
the girls. There the poor giris sat and 
sereamed. Then one fell to the pavement 
and the other fell inwards into the roaring 
furnace.”’ 

Fish Blames Fire Department. 


Sigmund Fish criticised the fire department 
and laid the blame to the door of Chief 
Horan, asserting. the fire department was 
slow in arriving. 

“I shall certainly make charges against 
the firemen who appeared here,”’ he said. 
“TI believe there would have been no loss of 


fe if the firemen had responded promptly.

not raise ladders for a long time and when

Chief Horan emphatically denied that the

He declared the stairways in the furniture 
store were of light and inflammable mate- 
rial, that there was only one fire escape on 
the building and that the girls on the fifth and 
sixth floors had little chance of leaving the 
building in case of a fire. 

Little Chance for Escape. 

“If the Fish people had been as particular 
about their building as the firemen were 
about getting to the scene of the fire and 
making every effort to save persons in dan- 


curred,” said Chief Horan. “ There was only 
one fire escape on the building in the first 
place, when there should at least have been 
two. It was an old style type of escape 
and barely complied with the ordinances, 

“Tn most large buildings today we have 
modern fire escapes—stair escapes that 
frightened people can ryn down and not 
strive to climb. The stairways inside were 
wooden and inflammable. The employés of 
the fifth and sixth floors had little chance to 
escape in case of a fire. 

“The first alarm turned in was 4 still 
It came from Nineteenth and State 
streets. I don’t know who turned it in. That 
was a block from the scene of the fire. 

“When the companies reached the scene, 
which was not twenty or twenty-five min- 
utes after the alarm, as one company came 
only five blocks—from Fourteenth street and 
Wabash avenue—they had considerable diffi- 
culty in getting ladders up. 


Obstructed by Big Canopy. 

“ What was the reason? Why, there was a 
great big canopy that spread al) the way over 
the sidewalk to the street. We couldn't raise 
ladders up in the building over that thing. 

“Then again there was a great big electric 
sign on the third floor. This had some guy 
ropes, and before we could get ladders up 
past this we had to cut those cables. Asa 
matter of fact there were only two side win- 
dows on the front that we could reach at all 

condition.” 


That is a fierce 

Fire Marshal Horan and Assistant Chief 
‘Seyferlich left the fire chief's office when 
the 4-11 alarm was turned ‘in at 8:48 a. m. 
«We got a ‘still’ alarm at 8:39,” said 
Seyferlich. ‘At 8:42 the box was pulled, 
‘and at 8:48 the 4-11 was turned in. Horan 
and I got there about twelve minutes after 
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there at the candle factory blaze. One en- 
gine and one truck company were needed to 
respond to the first alarm. 


Says Firemen Were Prompt. 
“Three engine companies and one truck 
| company were there inside of six minutes. A 
good many people have said it was twenty 
or.twenty-five minutes before a single com- 


got there in three minutes afterfthey got the 
alarm. 


“ Capt. O’Connor tells me the Fish people 
deigyed turning in the alarm. If that is so 
the Fish people are mué¢h to blame, for the 
fire department doesn’t know by instinct 
when fires break out. 

*“ We had a stack of trouble with thet can- 
opy and the sign with the ropes and the cables 
in the front of the building. 

“I am told that om all the floors the ways 
leading to the fire escape were blocked with 
merchandise and on the top floor girls’ lockers 
blocked the passageways to the fire escape.”’ 


O’Connor Replies to Criticism. 

Chief O'Connor of the Ninth battalion was 
the hero of the St. Luke sanitarium fire at 
Twenty-first street and Wabash avenue, two 
blocks distant from the scene of the Fish fire. 
The sanitarium was conducted by “ Dr.” oO. 
BE. Miller. 

O’Connor rescued a number of persons from 
the burning building. Among those who 
were killed in the sanitarium fire Was “ Blind 
Billy ’’ Kent, a former alderman. 

“If anything was impossible,” said Chief 
O’Connor, “ it was impossible to go through 
the walle of flame to the top floor of the Fish 
building, where we realized those girls were 
facing death. The ladders would have 
caught fire had we placed them against the 
building, for the whole front was a mass of 
flames. 

“I encountered a howling mob of people on 
the front sidewalk. I looked up and saw a 
woman standing on the outer ledge of one 
of the sixth story windows. I at once di- 
rected my men to raise ladders and rescue 
her. Our progresa, however, was impeded by 
wire used to hold up signs across the front 
of the building and by the big canopy over 
the front entrance. If it had not been for 
these wires we might have saved the woman. 
We had to cut the wires to get up ladders 
against the Fish building. Before we could 
get the ladders up the women leaped and 
struck the canopy. 

“It is true we drove a howling mob of men 

away from ladders. They didn’t know what 
they were doing and were interfering with 
our work. 
4 “They! say we should have directed our 
attention to the south side of the building. 
This is untrue. There were women in the 
front windows of the sixth flogrs and it was 
our duty to give them first aid.’’ 


UNKNOWN MAN KILLS HIMSELF

hospital He took pains to remove every

BLAMES PATENT MEDICINES 
FOR TUBERCULOSIS DEATHS. 


New York Health Expert Says Many 
Cases End Fatally Because Patient 
Doesn’t See Doctor in Time, 


New York, March 2.-—({Special.]—Dr. 
Thomas F. Darlington, ex-commissioner of 
health, told a massmeeting of the drug clerks 
of New York beld under the auspices of the 
National Pharmaceutical society tonight 
that a large percentage of the diseases of the 
heart in this country was due to the excessive 
use of coal] tar products. 

He declared that an equally large per 
centage of tuberculosis cases terminated 
fatally because the sufferer used patent med- 
icines instead of consulting, in time, a reputa- 
ble physician. 

“The day of patent medicines,”’ said Dr. 
Darlington, “is passing. More persons die 
of consumption as a result of taking these 
patent medicines than from any other cause, 
for they take the compounds instead of con- 


suiting a good doctor.”

Petition Held to. Be Invalid. 

* Counsel for petitioners contend that ifa 
signer of the petition was registered within a 
precinct in the city of Chicago, and has since 
such registration removed his residence or } 
home from such precinct to some other pre- 
cinct within such city, and signed the pett- 
tion in question as a resident of said latter 
precinct without first having been registered 
as a qualified voter therein, yet the signature 
of such person should be considered valid and 


“It would seem to leave no room for argu- 
ment, under any reasonable interpretation 
of the law, that a signer of said pe- 
tition must be registered as a qualt- 
fied voter in the precinct in which he re- 


In other words, he must be eligiple to cast hi

Mention of Fraud Omitted. 
When Chief Clerk Cannon had finished

‘If I had here a stenographic transcript of 
what I stated when I presented the objec- 
tions,”’ said Mr. Mayer, “I would not repeat 
from memory. As near as I recollect, I at 
that time read from the objections that 
there were 32,126 fraudulent, fictitious, ille- 
gal signatures on the petition. 

“Since I made that statement to the com- 
mission there have been furnished to us and 
our various clients proofs of many hundred 
forged and otherwise fraudulent signatures 
that were not included in the 32,126 specified 
in our objections. 

“In other words, and we think the grand 
jury will ‘hear of this——” 

“That is right,” interrupted Attorney 
Sheldon. “ We will aid you in any way we 
can.”’ 

“And some of your clients wil} hear of 
this,"" resumed Mr. Mayer. “ The finding of 
this commission is that some 30,000 ilNegal 
and fraudulent signatures are on the peti- 
tion. We now have proof that of the 44,000 
signatures appearing upon the petition, and 
therefore assumed to be valid, because we 
did not contest them, many hundreds are for- 
geries or fraudulent. 

“If information that we have turns out 
upon verification to be as reliable as the fig- 
ures we presented to thic commission at the 
start we purpose to invite the public prose- 
cuting authorities to investigate and to prose- 
cute the offenders.”’ - 


Comment for the Drys. 


_ In ‘commenting on the board’s ruling H. L. 
Sheldon, attorney for the drys, said: 

“The judge of the Circuit court of Spring- 
field, Iil., in Sangamon county, has helt that 
the election commissioners have no right to 
go behind the face of the petition when it on 
its face complies with the law, holding that 
they are ministerial officers and have no au- 
thority to pass upon questions judicially.

TALKS AT WILLARD HALL 


Says Providence Will Be Kind to 
City Which Abolishes 
Saloons. 


John Marshall, a tall. rough, powerful Kan- 
san, with a broad Scotch “br-r,” came all 
the way from the office of the attorney gen- 
eral of the sunflower state to Chicago to 
“nall Hes about Kansas.” The “nailing 
took place last night at an anti-saloon meet- 
ing in Willard hall. Appearance of the Kan- 
sans in the local option campaign comes 
from the “ wets’ " asgertions that prohibition 
laws have almost bankrupted Kansas. 

Mr. Marshall announced that Gov. W. R. 
Stubbs of Kansas would foliow him in his 
mission of setting Kansas right in the eyes of 
Chicago and would speak tomorrow on the 
same subject at the Third Presbyterian 
church. 

Mr. Marshall stated that he was a fanatic 
and that the tone of the people of Kansas 
was fanatic, but pointed out thatthe men and 
the ideas which had done great things for the 
world had always been considered thus. He 
based his plea for the extermination of the 
liquor traffic on the theory that it was a moral 
evil, and expressed his belief that God would 
curse the cities which did not cast it out as 
surely as he cursed Sodom nd Goniorrah. 


Thinks Providence Will Reward. 


He likewise claimed that the blessing of 
Providence would rest on the city or state 
which rose in righteousness and abolished 
its “‘ union with sin.”’ 

“ The state has no more right to profit by 
this tniquitous tr&ffic,”’ he said, “than has 
a father to profit by the shame of his daugh- 
ter.” 

In proof of the fact that civic righteous- 
ness as exemplified by anti-liquor laws had 
been rewarded by heaven he quoted the 
bank statements of Kansas, the wealth of 
her mines, oi] fields, and manufactories, and 
the wealthy farms that now occupy what 
was once called “the great American des- 
ert.”’ . 

He -denied that crime or pauperism had 
been increased in Kansas by the abolition 
of liquor. He said that the figures quoted 
by the wets included the prisoners in the 
federal prison at Fort Leavenworth, to 
which the United States army and a score 
of states, including INinois, contribute, and 
the prisoners from Oklahoma, which has 
no penitentiary. 

Most Crimes Result of Liquor. 

He stated that most of the prisoners were 
in jail for crimes against the liquor laws, and 
that three-fourths of them were from “ wet” 


states and had been sent to prison before they 
hed been in Kansas long enough to gain a 


d residence. 


That prohibition does prohibit in Kansas 
was his assertion. He declared that there 
was not an open saloon or “joint ’”’ in the 
whole state, and pointed to the prosecution 
and conviction of “* bootleggers "’ as showing 
to what straits the traffic was reduced and 
the vigor with which it was being suppressed. 
He said that not five cars of liquor a week 
entered the state. 

John W. Hill presided at the meeting and 
James K. Shields and Harvey L. Sheldon also 
spoke.

DISAGREE ON MINERS’ WAGES; 
BREAK COMES IN CONFERENCE. 


Members of Scales Committee Will Re- 
port No Settlement at Meeting in Cin- 
cinnati, 


Cincinnati, O. March 25.—The scale com- 
mittee of the joint conference of the miners 
and operators of Ohio, Indiana, and western 
Pennsylvania will report to the main body 
tomorrow morning that it is unable to agree 
upon a settlement of the wage dispute. 

What action the miners will take following 
this is a question that is troubling the min- 
ing interests here. A secret caucus was held 
tonight by the miners on the joint scale com- 
mission, but its result was not announced. 

It is known that western Pennsylvania and 
Indiana mine operators have offered a Scent 
increase on pick work and that Ohio has re- 
fused every demand. It is reported that at 
tomorrow's meeting of the miners’ conven- 
tion the question. will be whether to strike in 
Ohio alone or to refuse all offers and calla 
general strike. This latter proposition is 
thought improbable, as the miners believe 
if they can secure 2n increased wage scale 
in western Pennsylvania and Indiana it will 
be adhered to throughout the country. 

Another alternative would be the dissolu- 
tion of the miners’ convention without defi- 
nite action having been taken other than to 
instruct the various districts to sign new 
agreements, or, falling in this, to begin open 
warfare with the sanction of the national] or- 
ganization. 


Philadelphia Workers Go Back? - 

Philadelphia, Pa., March 25.—Anticipating 
that the Central Labor union at its meeting 
on Sunday wil call off the sympathetic strike, 
union workers in most of the trades have ar- 
ranged to resume work on Monday. 

The committee of ten which has had charge 
of the general strike met the executive com- 
mittee of the striking car men today and 
discussed plans for the continuation of the 
car men’s strike. They will make a full re- 
port to the Central Labor union on Sunday.

‘‘We call upon the directors of the six 
banks named as city depositories to investi- 
gate who paid for each of the said banks the 
bribes herein set forth, and report the same 
to this grand jury, not later than Monday, 
March 28, 1910. And we further demand that 
said report be in writing and certified to by 
directors of said banks individually. 

“We strongly recommend and insist that 
the proper officials of the city of Pittsburg 
take immediate legal at¢ion to nullify the or- 
dinance naming the Farmers’ Deposit Na- 
tional bank, the Second National bank of 
Pittsburg, the German National bank of 
Pittsburg, the German Nationa! bank of Alle- 
gheny, the Columbia National bank of Pitts- 
burg, and the Workingman’s Savings and 
Trust company of Allegheny as city depos- 
itories, in order that the bribe givers may not 
benefit by reason of their own wrongdoing 
and criminal conduct.” 


Graft Plot' Details Told. 

The presentments give the full details of 
the plot on the part of the councilmen to 
obtain bribes from the six banks, the means 
adopted for paying the bribes are related, 
and the story of the transfer of $45,000 by 
an unnamed man to former Councilman 
Charles Stewart in the Hotel Imperial, New 
York, is told. 

It is related that Max G. Lesiie, former 
chairman of the Republican county commit- 
tee, received $25,000 by arrangement be- 
tween E. H. Jennings and F. A. Griffen of the 
Columbia National bank, and that Lesiie 
gave William Brand, who-was then president 
of the common council, $17.500 to obtain ike 
city deposits for the Columbia National Dank. 
An unnamed man is said to be interested and 
concerned in the payment of the money by 
Leslie to Brand either as intermediary or 
principal. 

Tt is declared that Morris Einstein received 
$15,000 from the Workingman's Savings and 
Trust company to have that bank named as 
a city depository, but the name of the official 
who paid him the money is unknown. 


Think Books Were Mutilated. 

It is further declared in the presentments 
that the members of the grand jury are of 
the opinion that the books of the Working- 
man’s bank have been mutilated, three pages 
referring to this deal having been cut from 
the ledger. Einstein, it is also declared, 
kept $5,000 for his services in arranging the 
deal. 

Further declarations in the presentments 
are that two city clerks were given $1,000 
each, and that $1,750 was set apart for news- 
paper men, and that Henry M. Bolger, the 
saloonkeeper already convicted of bribery, 
was given $500 for his services in bringing 
about the meeting between officials of the 
German National bank of Pittsburg and the 
councilmen. 

It is recited that John F. Klein and Joseph 
Cc. Wasson, by reason of their confessions 
and statements, making possible the expo- 
sure of the facts, are entitled to great con- 
sideration, and a reduction of Klein’s sen- 
tence is urged. 

A paragraph of the presentments that was 
added at the last moment declared that for- 
mer Councilman Jacob Soffel refused the 
tender of $5,000, which was then set apart 
as a defense fund in case any of the mem- 
bers of the clique got within the grasp of 
the law.

Arthur L. Bates, Pennsylvania—Both of 
those questions put by THE TRIBUNE are 
unfair and misleading.

The demand for the 
lower tariff originated with importers in New 
York, and was backed by business houses 
which advertise heavily with the daily papers. 
We cut the duty: from hides in response to 
popular demand, and the price of boots and 
shoes has gone up instead of down. 


Mr. Burke Is Surprised. 

‘James Francis Burke, Pennsylvania—The 
gauging of public sentiment in these days 
when the world and the people in it move 
so rapidly is a fine art, and what isapparent- 
ly the sentiment of today is the unpopular 
notion of tomorrow. If such an ov2rwhelm- 
ing sentiment as THE TRIBUNE'S figures dis- 
close exists in Pennsylvania against the 
Payne bill and Speaker Cannon, it surprises 
me exceedingly.

Representative Longworth was denied a 
place on the new committee on rules, accord- 
ing to the report today, as the result of an 
objection made by Speaker Cannon.

‘CANADA’S FINAL OFFER READY 


Ministers in Washington to Sub- 
mit Tariff Proposal to Taft. 


SIGNIFICANCE IN THE VISIT. 


Trade War Is Expected to Be Averted 
by Concessions. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT] 

Washington, D. C., March 25.—[Special. eS 
The final offer of tariff concessions by Canada 
to the United States will be made to Presi- 
dent Taft tomorrow by W. 8S. Fielding, minis- 
ter of finance, and George P. Graham, min- 
ister of railways, who reached Washington 
teday as the emissaries of the Canadian gov- 
ernment. 

The dominion ministere, with their families, 
were the guests of the president at an in- 
formal dinmer at the White house tonight. 
The tariff matter was not taken up during the 
evening. The president will receive the min- 
isters tomorrow at ‘the White house, and the 
conferences may extend over two or three 
cays. 

Outcome of Albany Conference. 

The visit of the ministers to Washington 
is the outcome of the conference held be 
tween Mr. Fielding and President Taft at 
Albany last Sunday. 

The president then gave the dominion offi- 
cia] a definite idea of what concessions the 
United States would consider necessary from 
Canada im order to make the latter country 
entitled to the minimum rates of the Aldrich 
tariff law. 

While the two Canadians refused tonight 
to indicate the nature of the proposais they 
will make, it is understood they come with 
the authority of the dominion cabinet to 
offer intermediate tariff rates ‘@ number 
of American exports which will not come 
seriously inte competition with Canadian 
producers. 

The full significance of the present visit 
of Canadian cabinet officers to Washington 
with proposals for a tariff settlement is deep- 
er. than the existing situation would 
indicate. The Canadians have used the pres- 
ent circumstances, it is understood, to renew 
a proposal! for better tariff relations between 
the two countries, looking toward a reduction 
of dutiee by both nations on certain lines of 
imports. 

Canada Has Held Aloof. 

Canada has stood aloof from the frequent 
suggestions of Canadian reciprocity which 
have come from this side of the line. The 
latest proposal made by the dominion for a 
reciprocity treaty was immediately after the 
Laurier ministry came into power in 1896. 
Their efforts failed :signally then, and the 
United States followed with the adoption of 
the Dingley tariff, which boosted tariff rates 
higher than before. 

It is expected here that while the trade war 
now threatened between the two countries 
will be averted by the offer of a short list of 
lower rates by Canada, a tentative agreement 
will be reached between the president and 
the Canadian ministers for an attempt in the 
near future at a reciprocity arrangement be- 
tween the two countries.

Bennett Would Give Each Con- 
gressman Equal Right. 


TAWNEY MOVE SIGNIFICANT. 


Raises Question of Democratic Seniori- 
ty on Rules, 


Washington, D. C., March 25.—[ Special. ]— 
The first demand made on the new rules com- 
mittee of the house was that members, no 
matter how humble in the scheme of things 
political, be accorded an inalienable right to 
be heard on the legislation they wish to pro- 
pose, This petition was presented by Rep- 
resentative Bennett of New York. 

The proposition of Bennétt is that arule be 
adopted providing that any member may 
have a hearing of at least ten minutes ona 
bill. If not given a hearing within tne stated 
time the committee will be discharge-1 from 
consideration and the bil automatically wi: 
go upon one of the calendars. 

The new rules committee was elected in 
the house today. The members seleated by 
the Republican and Democratic caucuses 
were named in a resolution brought in by 
Mr. Currier of New Hampstire. 

When the .election came up Chairman 
Tawney of the house appropriations commit- 
tee wanted to know how it was that Fitz- 
gerald’s name appeared last on the list of 
the Democratic members of the rules com- 
mitte selected by last night's caucus. He 
thought, inasmuch as Fitzgerald had been on 
the old rules committee, he shoulid rank after 
Minority Leader Clark. 

The action of Tawney in attempting to 
adjust the seniority of Fitzgerald is regarded 
significant. The Republican caucus pro- 
vided in its resolution that the seniority of 
the majority members on the rules commit- 
tee should be determined, first, by their serv- 
ice on the old rules committee and, second, by 
their service in the house, It seemed to be 
Tawney's idea to attempt to force the Demo 
cratic members into a similar procedure. 

Then if the next house should be Demo- 
cratic Champ Clark, in the natural course of 
events, would be speaker and Mr, Fitzgerald 
chairman of the rules committee. There are 
probably few Democrats the sa.epublicans 
would rather have chairman of the rules com- 
mittee than Mr. Fitzgerald, who helped the 
Cannon men win therules fight last spring. 


MARYLANQ DEMOCRATS VOTE 
TO TAKE BALLOT FROM NEGRO. 


Legislative Caucus Decides to Ignore 
Fifteenth Amendment in Regard to 
State and Municipal Elections. 


Annapolis. Md, March 25.—[Special.]—The 
Democratic representatives in the Maryland 
legislature decided in caucus today to ignore 
the fifteenth amendment to the federal con-. 
stitution by refusing the negroes the righ to 
register and thereby eliminating them from 
the voting population. Lawyers explained 
that. as Maryland had been one of the states, 
which refused to ratify the fifteenth amend- 
ment, it need not be bound by its provisions. 
Thus Maryland follows the example of South 
Carolina when it adopted the nullification act. 

Following the enactment of this law there 
will be submitted a constitutional amend 
ment which disfranchises the negro. It is ex- 
pected to pass. i1uvis amencment also repeals 
the Wilson ballot laws and provides for unt- 
form and fair elections throughout the state. 

The act applies only to the state and mu- 
nicipal elections and becomes effective in 
1912. At national elections, a different set of 
books are to be used, negroes being allowed to 


register.

TAKES NEW TACK 


Demands That Ballinger Be 
Called as a Witness 
Against Himself. 


CAUSES STIR AT INQUIRY. 


Morgan-Guggenheim Agent Tells 
of Operations of the 
Syndicate. 


Washington, D. C., March 25.—[Special. ]— 
Attorney Brandeis, representing Louis R. 
Glavis and others, sprang a surprise today 
at the resumption of the BaNinger-Pinchot 
inquiry by demanding that Secretary of the 
Interior Ballinger be called as one of his wit- 
nesses. 

The lawyer declared at first that he wished 
to identify by Mr. Ballinger two letters he 
desired to introduce in evidence. Questioned 
further by members of the committee, he ad- 
mitted that he desired to conduct a general 
examination of the accused cabinet official. 

Counsel for Mr. Ballinger objected to thia, 
and called forth from Mr. Brandeis the re- 
mark that from his letters he had always 
supposed the secretary to be ready to ap- 
pear whenever and as often as any One con- 
nected with the inquiry desired. 

Members of the committee seemed to think 
that Mr. Ballinger, as the person most in- 
terested in the inquiry, should have oppor- 
tunity to make his statement first in his own 
way and not subject himself to a cross exami- 
nation before being examined in chief. The 
matter was passed over temporarily, to be 
decided later in executive session. 


Guggenheim Agent on Stand. 

The witness stand was occupied during the 
entire day by Stephen Birch, managing di- 
rector of the Morgan-~Guggenheim syndicate 
in Alaska, who recently made a statement be- 
fore the senate committee on territories. 

Members of the committee showed deep in- 
terest in the operations of the Alaska syndi- 
cate and they plied the witness with questions 
from every possible angle. 

Much of the questioning was intended to 
show that the Guggenheims practically con- 
trol Alaska, Mr. Birch stoutly denied this. 

“Well,” he was asked by Representative 
Graham, “if the Guggenheims got control 
of the coal! lands in Alaska, what would there 
be left?’ 

Mr. Birch said he did net think this was a 
fair question to ask him. He admitted the 
Guggenheims’ interests were large, that they 
had invested some $15,000,000 already and 
had contracted for the expenditure of other 
millions. There had been no returns from 
these investments as yet. But the syndicate 
‘had hopes.” . 


Birch Shows the Option. 


As to the Cunningham claims, Mr. Birch 
produced the option which a committee of 
the claimants had given to Daniel Guggen- 
heim on July 20, 1907. He declared it had 
been accepted by the Guggenheims on Dec. 
7, of that year. The claimants, however, 
néver had lived up to its terms. 

Cunningham, the witness said, in January 
or February, 1908, had contended that the 
Guggenheims themselves had voided the 
option by changing their railroad base from 
Katalla to Cordova, and that, furthermore, 
the option was of no effect because a ma- 
jority of the claimants never had ratified it. 

Mr. Brandeis sought to show that the Mor- 
gans and Guggenheims with their “ great 
power and influence in this country,” must 
have brought this influencing power to bear 
during the last two years in an effort to get 
patents granted to the Cunningham claim- 
ants. The witness declared, however, that 
he knew of no such efforts having been made. 


Brandeis Becomes Dramatic. 

“What could we have done?’ protested 
the witness, 

‘“‘Ah! Mr. Birch; you can answer tat far 
better than I,’ dramatically exclaimed Mr. 
Brandeis. 

As to his estimate that the coal in Alaska 
was worth 50 cents a ton, and that therefore 
the Cunningham claims represented an 
actual value of $25,000,000, Mr. Birch declared 
that it was just as sensible to say that the 
icebergs in Alaska were of inestimable value. 

The icebergs, he said, would be valuable 
if they could be brought to market in this 
country. So it was with the coa!, but first 
the transportatiom facilities had to be pro- 
vided. 

It was evident the members of the com- 
mittee were growing irritable and this irri- 
tability extended tothe counsel. There were 
freauent clashes and Lawyers Brandeis and 
Vertrees apologized at the close of the ses- 
sion for impatient remarks. 


Birch Reviews Testimony. 

Birch took the stand 
the clash over the question of summoning 
Secretary Ballinger as a witness. He re- 
viewed the testimony: he gave recently be- 
fore a congressional committee regarding 
ahe makeup and operations of the Morgan- 
Guggenheim syndicate. 

John N. Steele, attorney for the Morgan- 
Guggenheim syndicate, was called upon from 
time to time by Mr. Brandeis for statements 
and letters while Birch was on the stand.

Vertrees Claims a Point. 

In the Birch testimony that Cunningham 
stated early in 1908 that he considered the 
agreement with the Guggenhelms null and 
void, Attorney Vertrees claimed justifica- 
tion this afternoon for the Cunningham affi- 
davits of March and September, 1908, in 
which he declared the Guggénheims had no 
direct or indirect interest in the claims. 

There has been talk of a possible prosecu- 
tion for perjury or subornation of perjury 
in connection with these affidavits, one of 
which was presented by Mr. Ballinger to 
Secretary Garfield. ‘ 

Resuming his. testimony at the afternoon 
session Mr. Birch said he did not know that 
Mr. Ballinger was commissioner of the land 
office in 1907. 

‘“‘Mr. Birch, what is the value of this Cun- 
ningham coal property?’ asked Attorney 
Vertrees for Mr. Ballinger. 

** At the present time it has no value.” 

“You mean because the patents have not 
been issued ?’’

Objects to “Press Gallery.”

‘ASK AMERICA TO AID LIBERIA 


Members of Commission See Brit- 
ain and France as Perils. 


WOULD PAY NATION’S DEBT. 


Settlement of Boundary Disputes Also 
Urged in Congress. | 


Washington, D. C.. March 25.—Pressed 
upon one side by France and beset by Great 
Britain on the other, Liberia is between two 
millstones which threaten to grind it off the 
map unless the nation has the support of 
some power commensurate in strength with 
Great Britain and France. 

That is one of the principal conclusions ex-: 
pressed in the report of the American com- 


' mission to Liberia, which was transmitted to 


congress today by President Taft with a sje- 
cial message. 


Suggestions Made for Aid. 

After reviewing the internal dangers which 
threaten Liberia, as well as those from the 
outside, the commission has made the follow- 
ing recommendations: 

(1) That the United States extend its aid 
to Liberia in the prompt settlement of its 
boundary disputes. 

(2) That the United States enable Liberia 
to refund its debt by assuming as a guarantee 
for the payment of obligations under such 
an arrangement, the control and collection of 
Liberian customs. 

(3) That the United States lend its assist- 
ance to the reform of the internal finances. 

(4) That this nation aid in organizing and 
drilling a competent constabulary or frontier 
police. : 

(5) That the United States establish and 
maintain a research station there. 

(6) That the United States reopen the ques- 
tion of establishing a coaling station in Li- 
beria. 

Praise Given to Government. 

The government of the republic is com- 
mended by the commission. The Liberians 
have advanced in their civilization, and the 
native. element has not had a retrograde 
influence. 

Attention is called to the fact that the LI- 
berians never have resorted: to revolution, 
and the nation is not bankrupt, 

The reform program adopted upon the ad- 
vice Of Great Britain is condemned and the 
causes are described in the report as ‘‘ the 
bungling of British officials in 1909,’’ which 
resulted in a frontier police officered by 
British. 


GIVING THE LAST SACRAMENT 
COSTS THE LIFE OF A PRIEST. 


Indiana Clergyman Dies of Blood Poi- 
soning Contracted While Ministering 
to a Dying Parishioner. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 25.—[Special.]— 
Inoculated, with a disease of the blood while 
administering the last sacrament to a dying 
parishioner, the Rev. Father John H. Boer- 
sig, for seven years pastor of St. Mary’s 
church, Madison, Ind., died suddenly last 
night at the home of his brother, George 
Boersig, 1703 Howard street, Indianapolis. 

The priest had come to Indianapolis on a 
mission connected with his parish duties. 
He was seized with @ violent attack of the 
disease from which he had been suffering. 

The disease was contracted from the in- 
oculation of one of his fingers which touched 
a dying parishioner’s lips. 

There was a slight flesh wound on the 
priest’s finger and through it his blood be- 
came tainted. 

Within a short time the priest began show- 
ing symptoms of the poisoning and since that 
time rapidly declined in health. 

Father Boersig became seriously ill last 

summer and left his pastorate to take treat- 
ment at Rome City. His health showed little 
improvement. 
_ The priest came to Indianapolis Wednesday 
night, intending to obtain holy oils for his 
parish from St. Patrick’s church, where all 
the oils used in the diocese were blessed 
‘thursday morning. He was preparing to 
start fdr the church when he was stricken. 

A delegation of parishioners came to In- 
dianapolis from Madison today and returned 
with the priest’s body The funeral will be 
held next Wednesday morning. — 

Father Boersig is the third priest tn the

BLUEFIELDS, Nicaragua, by wireless to 
Colon, March 2°5.—The auxiliary schooners 
Lark and Esfuerzo, the property of Amcri- 
can merchants, have been seized by an 
armed party under the leadership of Enrique 

ispinosa, a brother of the former Zelayan 
representative at Washington, in the name 
of the constitutional government. ‘The wes- 
sels were engaged in coastwise trade. 

The American warship Paducah, at the 
suggestion of Mr. Moffatt, the American 
consul, proceeded to Greytown to investigate 
the seizure. Rear Admiral Kimball! notided 
the commander of the Paducah that it was 
impossible for him to demand the surrender 
of the seized vessels, owing tc the fact that 
they are under a Nicaraguan register. 

The Americans are inquiring if the Un'ied 
States will not protect their interests, as no 
government is established here from which 
they can seek protection. 

It is believed that Espinosa will offer the 
seized schooners to President Madriz to as- 
sist in the transportation of troops from San 
Juan.

At times the verbal clashes between judges 
and state’s attorney bore more the resem- 
blance to disputes between opposing counsel! 
than to an interchange of remarks between 
court and lawyer. 

It was evident shortly after the prosecutor 
began his argument that the judges were not 
in sympathy with the vigorous arraignment 
of the jury commissioners’ office which Mr. 

ayman made, and he was interrupted to 
explain the reasons for the lashings he gave 
the commissioners and their methods. 

“I am against this jury law,” said Mr. 
Wayman. ‘I am so convinced of its abuses 
that my appeal to this committee of judges 
failing, I shall appeal to the entire bench of 
Cook county, and, failing there, I shall make 
appeal to the people.”’ 

“ There’s one appeal I will join you in,’’ 
Judge Barnes said, *‘ that’s an appeal to the 
State legislature.’’ 

““IT am with you on that,” Mr. Wayman an- 
swered. 


Again Denounces the System. 

The state’s attorney asserted that under 
the law there were only two places for jurors’ 
names and they were the jury list and the 
jury box. 

‘Instead of that we find,” he said, “ the 
cards scattered from Chief Clerk Mason's 
desk to the vault. Some were thrown into 
a trunk in the office. The cards bearing the 
names of grand jurors’ whot were excused 
were put in Mason's desk, as he says, to be 
taken out and put in the box as he saw fit 
to place them. In the hands of Mr. Mason, 
assuming his intent to be good, rested the 
grand juries of Cook county, according to the 
system in vogue. 

“Then there is the annua) purging of the 
jury box, which is in direct violation of the 
law. During this purging. which lasts sey- 
eral weeks, there is nothing to prevent any 
clerk. in the office from putting as many 
cards as he desires into the jury box.”’ 

_ ** What is there in the law to prevent the 
drawing out of all the cards today?’’ asked 
Judge Barnes. 


Holland Vindicated by Judges. 


‘That would bein direct opposition to the 
intent of the law,’’ replied the state’s attor- 
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ney. ‘The law makes it mandatory as to 
what shall be done with the names of jurors, 
and it doesn’t mean that anything else shall 
be done with these cards. If that is not the 
construction of the law, then I vote aye to 
have a match touched to the whole thing, for 
we have no such thing as a jury system in 
Cook county.”’ 

The vindication of Holland by the commit- 
tee came after Charles E. Erbstein, counse! 
for Holland, said that he should hike to make 
an hour’s argument in behalf of his client. 

‘**T presume, Mr. Erbstein,’’ Judge Barnes 
said, ‘‘that you desire expressly to argue 
concerning the Crimjnal court case in which 
Mr. Holland was acquitted of the charges 
made against him. The committee has the 
transcript of all the evidence taken in the 
case and as far ag the other testimony taken 
here is concerned, there have been no facts 
presented against Mr. Holland. I do not 
believe it is necessary for you to make an; 
further argument.” 

With a smile Attorney Erbstein, after Judge 
Barnes’ remarks, answered that he was 
perfectly satisfied to dispense with his argu- 
ment. ; 


Wayman Told Proof Fails. 


Judge Brown in a statement that occupied 
only a few minutes declared that the state’s 
attorney had proved nothing that he started 
out to show and said that the report of the 
committee of judges should contain its opin- 
ion of the men wh@ occupied the office of 
jury commissioners a@rd the services which 
they had given to the public. 

‘‘The charges of fraud, corruption, neg- 
Mgence and carelessness in the office have 
been found so utterly baseless at the hear- 
ing that I do not want to waste the time of 
the committee on them.’”’ 

Attorney McMurdy followed with a short 
talk in which he urged the reinstatement of 
Mr. Holland. 

‘“We had madé up our minds,” he said, 
‘not to dignify the charges made here with 
a reply. They have fallen flatly, but there 
is one suggestion I should like to make. For 
six months Commissioner Amberg and Mc- 
Lane have had to conduct this office by them- 
selves.. As soon as the committe can do so, 
we would like to see them take up the matter 
of putting back the third commissioner. 
Mr. Holland has been acquitted of the 
charges made against him.” 

Judge Barnes said after thé hearing that 
the committee’s report would be made as 
soon as possible and the bar probably would 
take early action on the proposal to reinstate 
Holland.

Action Against Former Mrs. Jarvis 
: Hunt Filed in Kansas City. 


Details of the escapade of Howard G. Cole, 
timber land broker, and “the woman with 
the little pink silk gown,” may be revealed 
as the result of a $250,000 alienati@h of affec- 
tions suit Mrs. Hattie Dunwody Cole filed 
against Mrs. Louise Cole at Kansas City 
yesterday, 

The suit was filed by a representative of 
George T. Kelly, the plaintiff's Chicago coun- 
sel, after a half dozén ineffectual attempts 
at settlement. Neither Mrs. Hattie Cole nor 
her lawyer would Wiscuss the case last night. 
Her plans wére learned through one of her 
friends. The plaintiff believes herself to 
have been wronged and purposes to get re- 
dress. 

In her petition Mrs. Hattie Cole asserts 
that Mrs Louise Hunt Cole, immediately 
after her divorce from Jarvis Hunt, show- 
eréd her attentions upon Cole with such per- 
sistency that the complainant was compelled 
to seek divorce. 


Has a Fortune of $900,000. 

Mrs. Louise Cole has a fortune of $900,000 
which she inherited from her grandfather. 
Upon receiving the legacy she executed an 
irrevocable trust, whereby she should enjoy 
only the interest on the fund, while the 
principal at her death should pass to her 
children, Jarvis Hunt Jr. and Louise Hunt. 
The children were awarded to Mrs. Hunt 
when she gained a divorce from the architect 
last October, but she subsequently released 
them to her former husband when she heard 
the story which Mrs. Hattie Cole told after 
Cole and the architect's divorced wife were 
married in Jacksonville, Fla., early in Jan- 
uary. 

Mrs. Hattie Cole gained her divorce in De- 
cember on statutory charges, and Judge Du- 
puy enjoined Cole from remarrying within 
two years from that date. In less than a 
month Cole and the architect's divorced wife 
eloped. Thereupon the timber broker's first 
wife threatened to bring the present suit un- 
less a settlement of $100,000 was made upon 
her. 
Gets Lump Sum and Alimony. 

Mrs. Hattie Cole is the mother of two of 
the broker's children and besides these is 
rearing two from Cole's first wife, a sister 
of the second wife. When Mrs. Hattie Cole 
divorced the broker she accepted a $50,000 
settlement, $7,200 a year alimony, and prom- 
ised to keep the name of the woman involved 
a secret. She received the second installment 
of alimony, $1,800, on March 10. 

Cole and his new wife resided In Jackson- 
ville until late in February, when they took 
up their residence in Kansas City. He moved 
his main office there from Chicago. Later 
they went to Pensaloca, Fla., for a visit and 
are there at present. The first wife and her 
children are stopping at the Vincennes hotel. 

“IT have promised my attorney to keep 
silent and I intend to obey. Good-night.’’ 
That was all the complainant would say last 
night. 

May Not Come to Trial. 

Friends of the new wife say there is no 
chance fon the first wife to collect a judgment 
even if she is awarded one. It is their belief 
the case will not get that far. Cole has ap- 
peared to be little concerned over the threat- 
ened suit, and his Chicago lawyer bas aseert- 
ed that the former wife would get nothing 
beyond what Judge Dupuy allowed her. The 
former wife's friends say Cole has sought a 
settlement. ; 

* If the suit comes to a hearing the testimony 
is expected to be sensational.

Gambling Outfits Found at 
Saloon Wheré Police Said 
There Was No Betting. 


RACING SHEETS THERE. 


Detectives Break Through Door 
and Rout Forty Men; Pro- 
prietor Away at Time, 


James O’Leary’s gambling hall over his 
saloon at 4183 South Halsted street, was 
raided yesterday afternoon and twenty-five 
men arrested. O'Leary was out at the time 
and was not taken. 

The police at the stockyards station have 
for a long time insisted that there was no 
longer any gambling at O’Leary’s, but this 
was looked upon ag a joke. O'Leary has 
three times been the victim of. bomb explo- 
sions in the gambiers’ war, each time the 
bomb being exploded either in front or in 
the rear of his saloon. 

The third bomb in thé long series was at 
O’Leary’s place, and was exploded on Aug. 
12, 1907. The two others of which he was 
the victim were set off on Oct. 18 and Nov. 
20, 1909. 

Yesterday’s raid was made at 3 o’clock 
and was unexpected, because of O’Leary’s 
previous immunity from police interference. 
Assistant Chief of .oilice Schuettler was no-* 
tifled by telephone that race bets were being 
taken in the rooms over the saloon, and he 
sent three men to make the raid. a patrol 
wagon was taken from the Harrison street 
station, and after the arrests had been made 
a second wagon was called from the stock- 
yards station. 


Officers Go in Unrecognized. 


Detectives Mills, O’Donnell, and Koehler 
were in charge. The first patrol wagon was 
left two blocks from the saloon and the 
Officers entered the place without arousing 
suspicion. They walked upstairs without in- 
terference until they met the “ lookout.”’. He 
tried to hold them back until he could warn 
the men, but was arrested for his pains. 

The detectives kicked a door open and 
walked into the hall over the saloon. There 
were about forty men in the place. Racing 
sheets and telephones indicated that returns 
were being received from the horse races. 
The officers said that poker and other card 
games were in progress. 

When the patrons of the place became 
aware that the intruders were detectives a 
scramble to get out was made. Some of the 
men rushed to the windows and by means of 
the fire escape, while others,ran down a rear 
flight of stairs. Twenty-five of them, how- 
ever, were rounded up and loaded into the 
patrol wagons. The detectives had drawn 
their revolvers and there was no attempt at 
resistance. '

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The Thomas Orchestra. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 
ICHARD STRAUSS has been almost a 
stranger on the programs of the Thomas 
orchestra this season. It. has not been 
felt thus far that the pubHe has suf- 
fered an irreparable loss thereby, but 

when his “Death and Transfigtration” came 
to a hearing yesterday as part of the Good 
Friday program there was awakened in the 
hearts and minds of many a vague suspicion 
that we had not, as has frequently been said, 
outgrown this music, that, indeed, it was more 
than possible we will never outgrow it. It has 
become the fashion to declaim against Strauss’ 
superficiality, to decry that virtue of his music 
most universally admitted—namely: 
mous orchestral virtuosity. But even his most 
ardent adversaries have grudgingly granted ‘hat 
several of his symphonic poems revealed more 
than a colossal instrumental technic; that they 
contained, as well, ideas of purest musical 
beauty, that bear a message of noble and elo- 
quent symbolism. ‘ 

Among the compositions thus excepted one 
always finds his “ Death and Transfiguration.” 
It possesses an especial significance for Chi- 
cago music lovers. Theodore Thomas first 
taught it to our orchestra, and so well did the 
men learn their lesson that when the composer 
came here to direct it and other of his works 
he admitted that the orchestra knew his score 
better than did he. Under Mr, Thomas, we 
learned to follow each detail of the score and 
its many outward manifestations of orchestral 
virtuosity ceased to distract the attention from 
those inner meanings it unfolds with all the 
eloquence of masterful genius. Then came that 
sad day when it was joined with the “ Eroica” 
symphony and a Bach choral to voice our last 
tribute to Chicago’s musical hero, since when 
it has possessed for all lovers of Theodore 
Thomas and his orchestra a deep and intimate 
meaning, a “program” that is particularly 
our OWn, 


> 


Yesterday’s performance was superb. Mr. 
Stock and the orchestra fairly reveled in the 
score. They brought to it all that refinement 
of nuance that, of all things, most distinguished 
the orchestra when Mr. Thomas led it. There 
was a certainty in dynamic proportions that 
marked a return to those finer standards. Be- 
ginning with an almost impalpable pianissimo 
that yet retained that vitality that manifests 
itself in well rounded and sympathetic tone, 
climax after climax was built up until the hear- 
er seemed borne away on the flood of sound. 
And still the tone remained beautiful. The 
harshness of dissonance that Strauss reliss upon 
to achieve his highly dramatic contrasts lost 
all taint of ugliness by virtue of this splendid 
orchestral tone which was shared impartially 
by all sections of the musical body. Every part 
was sung. There was no abruptness in the 
brasses, n® shrillness in the wood-winds, and 
the strings, notably the violins, distinguished 
themselves by that rhythmical and intervalic 
unanimity that is the only foundation of en- 


semble and orchestral tone. 


Back of all this technical excellence one dis- 
covered the potent interpretative intention of 
the conductor. Mr. Stock’s sense of dramatic 
value is too fine to permit of that obviousness 
of emphasis that crosses the narrow boundary 
between the sublime and the ridiculous. There 
resulted an almost classic restraint in the 
earlier movements of the composition, a re- 
straint that seemed to dwell lovingly in the 
subtle imagery of the poem, to accomplish all 
that its demands imposed by the inexhaustible 
variety of tonal contrast, and leave the in- 
trinsic eloquence of the melodic material free 
to impress its symbolism on the hearer, aided 
only by the sensuous charm of tonal loveliness. 
But the tremendous climax of the “ Trans- 
figuration ”’ proved that Mr. Stock could become 
an actor in the drama as well as a sympathetic 
listener. 

For the “ Parsifal” excerpts that preceded 
the Strauss symphonic poem on _  yesterday’s 
program, it is impossible to develop the same 
enthusiasm. Wagner's last music-drama has 
long since been admitted his weakest, and its 
few remaining advocates base their admiration 
chiefly on the ‘“ Procession of the Knights of 
he Holy Grail,” the “ Good Friday” spiel, and 
he “Flower Majdens’” chorus.

them as tedious as did some of the hearers. 
Their performance was distinguished by the 
same technical virtues that carried such splen- 
did measure of conviction in the Strauss work. 
But the interpretative impulse‘ was lacking. 
They were correct, but uninspired. 

That most jovial of overtures, 
“ Achedemic,” opened the afternoon, and with 
it was grouped the “ Unfinished” symphony of 
Schubert. Both were admirably given. The 
overture never fails to put all who know Ger- 
many and the Germans in that mood of senti- 
mental good humor that is so aptly described 
by that untranslatable word, “ gemlithlich.” Its 
flavor is so unmistakably Teutonic that even 
those to whom the student songs Brahms has 
here incorporated have no especial meaning 
must grasp something of its significance. To 
others, and possibly they were not many in 
yesterday’s audience, these same student songs 
brought perhaps a touch of homesickness and 
longing ag days that are gone, a flood of happy 
memories. 

If so, they were fortunate, indeed, for Schu- 
bert followed with that wonderful blending of 
romance, tenderness, and beauty that we 
call the “ Unfinished” symphony, and that of 
all works in orchestral literature alone could 
satisfy the longing that the- overture inspired. 
It is not too much to say that the symphony 
was perfectly given. Indeed, it is possibly no 
exaggeration to say that it could not be so 
beautifully played by any other orchestra, for 
it is a wood-wind symphony, and there is only 
one Schreurs to. sing its melodies on the-elari- 
net, only one Barthel to add with his incom- 
parable oboe that hint of plaintive melancholy 
that completes its mood values.

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Pure Bulgarian Village 


on Hungarian Plain.

BESSENYO, Huhfgary, Jan. 5.—This Banat 

is a wonderful mosaic. It is like the 
east side of New York. But here, instead 
of crossing the street to pass from one 
nationality to another, it is necessary 
to_travel a few miles by train or peasant cart. 
Obessenyd is a pure Bulgarian. village. Its 
roots were planted in the soil nearly 200 years 
ago. Here is has grown through one generation 
after another. It is as purely Bulgarian as if 
it were in the department of Tirnovo, in Bul- 
garia. It stands out from the other villages 
like a lone oak in a birch forest. The soil 
is good and it has thrived. These villagers live 
better than thefr countrymen in Bulgaria. 
They are presumably loyal to Hungary, but 
their physique, costume, manners, customs, and 
speechzemain Bulgarian. The village furnishes 
an interesting object lesson in the study of 
assimilation. 
Evén Obessenyd, in spite of its prosperity, 
has not escaped the emigration epidemic. There 
are perhaps 200 now in the United States. The 
movement toward the west began about seven 
yeers ago. The height of the flood was reached 
in 1907, but the crisis sharply reduced the flow 
the next year. Now it is beginning again. 


‘Judge mith Beautiful Strut. 


I discovered Obesseny6 by chance. My 
linguistic map does not show it as Bulgarian 
but as “others.” While waiting for a train 
yesterday in a nearby village I met a round- 
headed, red faced, big nosed giant. He was 
clad in high top boots, white embroidered 
trousers, black waistcoat, buttoned to the chin, 
and a short. thick sheepskin coat beautifully em- 
broidered. Never have I seen a more beautiful 
strut than that of this judge of this Bulgarian 
village. His importance and dignity and huge 
self-consciousness showed themselves in every 
step. He was suspicious of me at first and it 


one.of the hated agents whose business it is 
to persuade vsuspecting peasants to crosg the 
sea. 

His suspicion was more than manifest tn his 
replies to my questions as to the nature of the 
emigratio: from his village. At first he was 
disposed to deny its existence. Then he ad- 
mitted that there were a few from Obessenyé 
in Amefica., That has no Sympathy with 
the movement is shown in his reply to my ques- 
tion as to whether he saw any change in those 
who had returned, “ Bleached and crazy. They 
come back no good and bring no money. What 
few dollars theyrdo have they spend for drink.” 
_ My giant judge today, in his office, thawed 
out and admitted that those who have returned 
are the failures. The g ones have not come 
back. While waiting in ‘his office for a man 
who had returned from America recently a 
score or more of peasants came in, clad in 
costumes similar to that of the judge, and I 
asked if any of them had been in America. 
“No,” he replied in a rather lofty manner; 
“they are rich; they do not have to go to 
America.”

straight, broad streets, now deep with black 
mud, Nothing breaks the monotony of the vista 
down the long street except the colored bands 
around the lower walls of the white, brown,. or 
yellow houses. The chief occupants of the 
streets, or rather broad, muddy lanes, are geese 
and ducks. 

Peasant life shrivels up in winter. The farm- 
ers do not drive to town because they all live 
in town. Rarely is a Wagon seen on the street; 
never a buggy or carriage. These are not 
known here. The first thing which would strike 
you in a village like this is the absence of life, 
of movement. Of intellectual life apart from 
peasant lore which has persisted through count- 
less generations from pagan times there is none. 
Except for a few school books of elementary 
character I doubt if there are fifty volumes of 
real books in the whole village, not ome for each 
hundred inhabitants. 


Well Built, Muscular People. 


These Bulgarians, even as in the plain north 
of the Balkans, are a serious, sober lot, with 
well built, rugged, muscular bodies. The women 
seem more rugged than their sisters in Bul- 
garia, but they have the same short, chunky 
figure, intensified by heavy plaited skirts of 
bright colors and thick sheepskin coats. In the 
house they. are, as a rule, barefooted. Out of 
doors, like the men, they wear boots, big boots 
with bright yellow tops. These women like 
finery and on gala days appear in costumes of 
silk and velvet heavily embellished with tinsel, 
a singie costume being worth nearly $100. 

In the jpdge’s office I met a well built young 
man who recently returned from St. Louis with 
400 American dollars. There was no trace ot 
St. Louis in his costume, and he spoke scarcely 
any English. He would have remained longer, 
but on account of sickness became discouraged 
and came home. 
from this village in St. 


Louis. Next I met 


a man, over six feet in height, weighing about ° 


250 pounds, who had spent ten months in a 
butcher shop in Philadelphia. He likes the 
money he earned, but prefers to be with his 
family. in Obessenyé. Another man, about 40 
years old, dress in European rlothing, re- 
turned sick, $100 in debt and no English. The 
next man I met, a young fellow of perhaps 30, 
a fine face, has been home a year after sixteen 
months’ work in a Brooklyn tunnel. He says 
he left thirty-two of his townsmen in Brooklyn, 
working with the shovel. He has ‘six acres of 
land, heavily mortgaged, and as he did not 
Suc@eed in getting enough money ‘to lift it on 
his former visit, is to return. He has his pass- 
port and leaves for Brooklyn tomorrow. 


Woman Bread Winner Emigrant. 


In a little peasant farm wagon with open 
sides I have wandered back and forth over the 
town, visiting some of the houses an inmate 
of which is or has been in the United States. 
First, to the house of a woman whose husband 
is deaf and dumb. The man could not go, so 
she went to earn a little money to’ buy an acre 
or two of land.' She spent ten months in a 
Brooklyn jute mill, leaving her husband to look 
after five children. J 

There is something pathetic in this woman’s 
story. It must have required extrao#dinary cour- 
age for her to start alone on such a voyage. 
She was clad in her American calicp dress, now 
much the worse for wear. Her little house of 
three rooms was not neat, but in ‘spite of its 
cold earth floors and ‘the evidences of the strug- 
gle which goes on without end in the. little fam- 
ily, it wore the air of a home. There are two 
beds, with hand woven spreads, and a little 
table with an-oilcloth cover. On the walls are 
a few pictures, at the windows are lace cur- 
tains, and there is-a sideboard and three chairs. 

The struggle through which this: woman has 
gone has eaten into her face, but she speaks 
joyously of her American experience. In spite 
of the fact that she did not’ bring home much 
money she is glad to have seen the new world.. 
“They live better in America than here,” she 
says, “and one can get work all the year round, 
Winter here is the long sleep.” | 

“What struck her most was the freédom 
women in America, There a woman may not 
be insulted as here and over this difference she 
showed real enthusiasm. She would like to live 
in Brooklyn, but fears that ehé can never re- 
turn. She realizes that she would have suc- 
ceeded much better if she could: have talked

here, the poor get it once a week or perhaps not 
more often than once a month.” 


In the little back yard is a low whitewashed 
shed, with one cow and a little pile of firewood. 


Emigrates and Works Way Back. 


In a nearby house I found the wife of a man 
now working on the railroad, who _spent one 
year in Brooklyn. He just succeeded in paying 
for the cost of his trip and returned only when 
he could get no work. This house also has cold 
earth floors and lacks tidiness. There are a 
couple of looms, a painted bench, a table, two 
little beds, and two home made chairs. The 
failure of the man was so great that he even 
had to work his way home on the steamship. 
This man owns about fifteen acres of land, 
mortgaged. He will return to Brooklyn in the 
spring. 

Other houses I* have visited and other ex- 
periences of those who have returned add noth- 
ing to the tale. Apparently the judge was 
right; the failures or near-failures return. Even 
at that they are not satisfied and would like 
to try it again. I heard of a German black- 
smith who has a brother in America. His house, 
with earth floors, has a little ymore furniture 
than the average house of the ‘village, but is 
not much better. This brother, so the black- 
smith told me, had worked for a farmer near 
Obessenyd for ten years and in spite of thrift 
and economy could not save over $20. His 
family helped him’ to go to America. For more 
than five years he has been working for a 
gardener on Lill avenue, Chicago, during which 
time he has saved over $2,000 and found a 
wife, a Bulgarian from this village. Accord- 
ing to the Blacksmith, a man may work here 
forever and have only a stick of bread to show 
for it. - 

In spite of Hungarian soil and nearly 200 
years’ residence’ in a foreign land, these Bul- 
garians have preserved their language, their 
nationality, their rugged strength, and their 
sober, prosaic manners. The average man of 
the Village does» not even speak the language 
of his adopted country:'. Conditions have not 
been favorable for assimilation; consequently it 
has not taken place.

OOTH brushes become worn out much 
sooner than one supposes. Once a month 
is none too often to have a new brush. 
They are often left wet with more or less 
tooth powder in them, which decays, and

Beferring back to the days when he worked 
for Abraham Lincoln, Mr. White said that 
he came to Illinois in 1850, soon after his 
arrival in the United States from Limerick- 
ton, Ireland, where he was born. 

“TI worked round about Monticello, Ill., for 
several years,’’ said the old man, “‘and in 
1855 I went to Springfield. : William O'Hara 
and his sister, Johannah O’Hara, whom I 
knew, were then employed in Mr. Lincoln's 
house, and Mr. Lincoln gave me employment 
from time to time. I used to’ care for his 
horse and buggy and drive him from place 
to place. He was the best man I ever knew, 
and he was good to me as he was g00d to 
every one. And Mrs. Lincoln, too, was good 
to me. I used to go into the house to talk 
to Johannah, and Mrs. Lincoln would come 
and talk to me and make me feel that she was 
interested in my welfare.” 


Wife Also Served Lincoln. 

Mrs. White also recalled with pride the fact 
that she had once served Mr. Lincoln at table 
when he was campaigning before his first 
election to the presidency. 

“It was at Marie Porter's cold water cure 
resort, near Rochester, N. Y.,"’ said Mrs. 
White. “All the big people used to come 
there, and Mr. Lincoln stopped there one 
day while he was running for the presidency. 
I waited on him at the table, -nd he left a 
doNar under his plate for me."’ 

Mr. White said that he witnessed the mar- 
riage of Richard Oglesby, the “ war gov- 
ernor”’ of Illinois. 

In explanation of a deep blue scar across 
the bridge of his nose Mr. White said that it 
was the result of a wound inflicted by an 
Indian's tomahawk while he and four other 
white men were rescuing the wife of an army 
officer who had been captured by Indians in 
Colorado. 

During the last ten years Mr. White and 
his wife have lived in Chicago. For a time 
their children helped to support them, but of 
late they have been left penniless. Before 
coming here the husband was in the employ 


of the Illinois Central reiiroad for twenty- 


three years ag a section foreman, and lived at 
Farmer City, Ill

Lawrence Avenue Bore Expected to Be

CONSERVATION OF WATER POWER. 
An administration bill for the develop- 
meni, use, ‘and’ control of: water’ power in $j 
the public domain was. sent to the senate, 
It empowers the secretary of the interior 
to make Jeases for not to exceed forty’ 
years, the proceeds of fees gnd leases to 
be used one-third for roads and schools 
‘n the counties where the water sites are 
and the other two-thirds to go into the 
United States treasury. | 


The bill was sent to the ‘committee pn 
public lands, and by it referred to a sub- 
committee, which has’ reported a substi- 
tute. It elbows the national government 
out of the business and turns it over to 
the states in which water power sites are 
situated. They are to make the leases 
on such terms as they please. They 
could grant leases for as long as they 
chose, and without compensation if they 
saw fit. 


The committee on public lands will ap- 
prove of the substitute. The states rep- 
resented on it are Minnesota, Wyoming, 
South Dakota, Utah, California, Idaho, 
Washington, North Dakota, Nevada, Ore- 
gon, Oklahoma, Louisiana, Arkansas, and 
Alabama, There are water power sites 
in the public domain in most of these 
states. The states and local communi- 
ties are impatient to get control of them 
so that they may be developed at once. 
It is only natural that the senators from 
such states should vote as their constitu- 
ents wish them to. It is not to be won- 
dered at that they are unanimously of the 
opinion that the federal government hgs 
no right in water power éxcept for pur- 
poses of navigation. The constitutional 
contention is a stalking horse which they 
hope may answer their purpose. 


The objection to turning the matter 
over to the states is that it would result 
in hasty, improvident development. 
These new states are as much bent on 
the immediate exploitation of their nata- 
ral’ resources—as ready to sacrifice the 
future to the present--as were most of 
the older states in the days of their heed- 
less youth. They would not make a 
wise use of the power the substitute bill 
would give them. The evil influences 
which have been potent In some of the 
states of the far west would become the 
beneficiaries of the bounty of congress. 


These natural resources which the 
states would waste if given control of 
them now should be held by the national 
government as a trustee for the future 
citizens of those states. Other states 
which are not directly interested in the 
matter should not allow the inheritance 
of those citizens to be wasted. When the 
new states shall have come to years of 
discretion they may be trusted to make 
a wise use of naturdl resources, but not 
now. 

Water power development by. the na- 
tional government would mean sloweg,but 
wiser development: Communities might 
cal! the deliberate methods of the national 
government indifference or negieet. They 
might call the requirements of leases il- 
liberal abd a check on enterprise. But 
those who go slowly go safely, and the 
states would not go slowly if the matter 
were left to them. 

TAKE A VACATION OR MAKE YOUR 
WILL. 

Another. business man, who worked 
eighteen hours a day and who never in 
his life had a vacation, is dead in the 
prime of his activity. He was gray haired 
long before his age justified it. He was 
easily first in the city in hie particular 
ine, but to hear him talk you would sup- 
pose he was at the bottom and fighting 
for his business life. 

He boasted that he never took a vaca- 
tion and yet he complained that other 
people were able to do so. He was in his 
shop early and late, and most ef his time 
was taken up with details which alah 
have been left to his assistants. Original- 
ly robust in health, confinement, lack of 
exercise, or association with outside life 
so drew upon his physical capital that 
when he added avorry to his other minus 
quantities he soon was on the down 
grade. 

Fortunately this class of business men is 
comparatively small. The saving grace of 
business life in this competitive age is 
recreation, daily, weekly, monthly, or 
yearly in the form of vacations, The rest 
time is the safety valve which prevents 
explosions. It prevents premature death, 
keeps the madhouses from being filled 
with “ prominent business men.” The golf 
links, the tennis.courts, the fishing coun- 
try, the north woods, the automobile and 
the flowing road, the European journey 
are all outlets by which the superfluous 
steam is let off. 

It may be only a month or a fortnight, 
it may even be but a week-end trip now 
and again, but it relieves the strain and 
serves to slough off business cares. The 
man who cannot take a vacation might as 
well send for his attorney and make his 
will. |

sources, the public health having been 
brought into the foreground. as the nrost 
important of all the nation’s possessions, 
the tremendous aggregate of annua] loss 
‘having been expressed in terms of dollars 
and cents in such a way as to excite a 
great deal of discussion-in all parts of the 
country. Two presidents have indicated 
belief in the importance of the participa- 
tion of the céfitral government in the 
study and solution of such public health 
problems. Mr. Roosevelt's indorsement 
of a bureau of health was repeated . by 
President Taft in his first annual message, 
in which he recalled the growing interest 
of the medica] profession in favor of con- 
centrated @fort, indicated several ways in 
which the government might assist the 
cause, and cited the establishment and the 
activities of the department of agriculture 
as a precedent which might justify the 
participation of the national administra- 
tion in matters for which long established 
constitutional policy has asserted state 
jurisdiction alone. By using the alterna- 
tive “ bureau or department” the presi- 
dent has appeared to be willing to go 
further than his predecessor in connec- 
tion with this subject. 

After long conference with representa- 
tives of the American Medical association 
the committee of one hundred has decided 
to work for a department rather than for 
a bureau. It is championing the bil] in- 
troduced by Senator Owen, which provides 
for a new department and for the en- 
largement of the president’s cabinet by 
the eddition of a new secretary of health, 
The possibilities of such a department 
Are suggested by what has been done in 
agriculture in recent years. Careful study, 
the collation of statistics and other in- 
formation, the systematic publication of 
bulletins, cordial. codperation with state 

and municipal _authorities in matters of 
sanitation,’ treatment of epidemics, and 
improvement of living conditions, the 
preparation of a code of health regula- 
tions, and the encouragement of uniform 
legislation are some of the things which 
might be undertaken by the department 
with cumulative power as the years pass. 
If constitutional objections can be avoided 
and harmonious agreement secured, the 
proposed step might prove of farreachiny 
value to the. nation,

RINCE JOACHIM of Prussia, the youngest son 

of the German emperér and who is now 19 years 

of age, having outgrown the delicacy of his 

youth, is to enter the navy early next month 

and to devote himself henceforth to a maritime 
career. 

That he should have delayed going to sea until his 
nineteenth year, instead of joining some school ship or 
naval academy at the age of 14, is due not only to hfs 
former condition of health but also to the new regula- 
tions inaugurated by the emperor, according to which 
young men are no longer to be accepted as proba- 
tioners for commissions in the navy uatil they have 
completed their high school education and received 
their diploma of graduation. This rule has been insti- 
tuted owing to the fact that nowadays a much higher 
degree of general instruction is required on the part 
of naval officers than formerly. 

Young nien can obteln more of this general instruc- 
tion at the so-called gymnasiums and high schools 
than at naval colleges, and it is held that they should 
know quite as much as the ordinary well educated 
civillans before taking up the special branches of 
study needed for the navy. 

Prince Joachim is to join the naval school ship Her- 
tha, which has about fifty naval cadets on board and 
which has more than once been seen in American 
waters. It is the school ship on which Prince Joa- 
chim’s elder brother, Prince Adalbert, served. 

~~ 

Now that the kaiser’s brother, Prince Henry, has 
been placed on the retired list with the rank of grand 
admiral, these two sons of his—namely: Adalbert and 
Joachim—will be the only Prussian princes in the 


German navy. 


For although Prince Henry's two sons, Prince Wal- 
demar and Prince Sigismond, hold honorary commis- 
sions as lieutenants in the navy, yet their father does 
not wish them to actually join the service, Waldemar, 
the elder of the two princes, who has just celebrated 
his twenty-first birthday, being to all intents and pur- 
poses an invalid and just at the present moment the 
inmate of the sanitarium near Dresden. 

Emperor William deserves a great deal of credit for 
thus putting his boys in the navy and thereby endeav- 
oring to popularize the service. For of all the two 
score reigning houses of the sovereign states consti- 
tuting the German empire there are not more than 
three or four that have any representative in the com- 
missioned ranks of the Teuton fleet. 

Indeed, about the only one is that young Prince 
Reuss, who two years ago was seized with such sud- 
den iliness at Havana as to necessitate an immediate 
operation, his mother, a duchess of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin by birth, crossing the Atlantic to bring him 
home. 

There was also a Duke Frederick William of Meck- 
lenburg-Schwerin, who lost his life through the foun- 
dering of the destroyer which he commanded, along 
with all his crew, in one of those hurricanes that peri- 
odically sweep over the Beltic. He was engaged at 
the time to the German empress’ sister, Princess Feo- 
dore of Schleswig-Holstein, who has declined all sub- 
sequent offers of marriage, and, greatly beloved by 
both the emperor and empress, has achieved for her- 
self a name in literature as the author of a couple of 
successful novels.

Lord Carbery, whose Irish home, Castle Freke, a 
grand old place in County Cork, has just been de- 
stroyed by fire (the magnificent organ and most of the 
family portraits, including a couple of superb Van- 
dykes, having perished in the flames), Is only 16 years 
old, and, although an Irish peer and an Irish baronet, 
is of ancient Welsh descent. a 

His ancestors, however, have been settled in the 
Emerald isle since the latter part of the sixteenth 
century, and Castle Freke came into the possession of 
one of his forbears, the son of the first Lord Carbery, 
through his marriage with Grace, only child and sole 
heiress of Sir Ralph Freke, in the reign of George I. 
The eldest son of this union, George Evans Freke, fell 
in love with the daughter of a Col. Stamer of Carnelly, 
but the affection was not reciprocated. Owing to the 
wealth and the honors to which young Evans Freke 
was heir Col. Stamer insisted upon his daughter giv- 
ing her hand to him. The maiden seemed to yield, and 
the wedding day arrived. 

In those days any man at a wedding who falled to 
get more than half-seas-over with the good cheer was 
held to be guilty of positive discourtesy. A spécial 
point was always made of priming the bridegroom 
with plenty of Dutch courage for the ceremony. The 
marriage took place in due course. But when the 
bridegroom recovéred his sober senses on the follow- 
ing day he found that for the lady of his love her 
younger and homelier sister, Anne, had been substi- 
tuted and that his flancée had been the authoress of 
the conspiracy. Stung to madness, he assailed both 
her and his nominal wife with invectives, and, leaving 
the house, never set eyes upon either of them again, 
dying of dissipation on the continent in 1769. 

The first Lord Carbery, I may add, owed the honor 
to his father, who was one of the principal promoters 
of the revolution that brought William III. and Queen 
Mary to the throne. He was offered a seat in the 
house of lords as a reward, but declined it in favor of 
his eldest son and namesake. The patent was made 
out with the unusual provision that in default of de- 
scendants in the male line of the first lord it should 
go to the other descendants in the male line of his 
father. 

The seventh lord was a most charming and witty 
man, full of fun and humor in spite of his being deaf 
and dumb, and so clever that by watching the lips of 
his only daughter, Georgina, now the wife of Lord 
Bandon, and who was devoted to him, he was able to 
understand without difficulty what she was saying.

Charles Mafiet, the new financial secretary of the 
war department in England and member of parliament 
for Plymouth, the man, in fact, who, subject to the 
secretary of state for war, has the direction of the 
entire finances of the British army and the prepara- 
tion of the annual miHtary estimates, !s the author of 
a remarkable work on the French revolution, a sub- 
ject concerning which he is ble to speak with a cer- 
tain amount of authority. 

He is descended from one of the most Interesting 
figures of the revolutionary period, Mallet du Pau, a 
Huguenot of Genevan extr&ction, who edited in the 
early years of the revolgtion the famous “ Mercure de 
France,” undertook the hazardous expedition ‘to seek 
aid from Emperor Leopold of Germany for Louis XYI., 
and was thereupon forced, in order to escape the fury 
of the terrorist leaders, to flee to England, where he 
enjoyed the friendship of many prominent. politicians 
and “took an active part in the defense of Warren 
Hastings, dying in London in 1800. 

His grandson was the late Sir Louis Mallet, under- 
secretary of state for India, and among his great- 
grandsons is the subject of this notice—namely: the 
new financial secretary of the war depurtment—as 
well as the latter’s cousin, the registrar general of 
England, and Louis du Pau Mallet, assistant under- 
secretary of state for foreign affairs. 

Charles Mallet’s book upon the French revolution 
created such an impression on the great London pub- 
lishing house of Nisbet & Co. when he submitted the 
MS. to them that they not only undertook its publica- 
fion but also invited him to become & member of 
their firm, to which he belongs today, being the only 
publisher forming part of the administration.

BUSSE’S STREET PROGRAM. 
{Louisville Courier Journal. ] 
Mayor Busse of Chicago made a trip of inspection 


over the streets of his city a few days ago and found 
out a great many things that surprised him. About 
all he had to say after looking over 108 miles of 
streets was something about “shameful conditions.” 
Then he got busy among his subordinates and as a 
result an active movement for repairing and clean- 
ing streets is in progress. 

Some of the undertakings on the mayor’s program 
are the renovating of all alleys and the repair of all 
streets and pavements. Public service corporations 
which have been tearing up streets and sidewalks 
for their own purposes will be required to make re- 
pairs immediately. Plens are to be formulated fer 
the removal of sweepings and garbage by street cars 
wherever practicable. Contractors who use the 
streets and sidewalks without perrfits for construc- 
tion material are to be prosecuted unless they re- 
moye the obstructing material after the first warn- 
ing. Persons who dump ashes on sidewalks are to 
be warned and the practice of leaving buggies; 
wagons, and other vehicles on the sidewalks is to be 
stopped. The street. car companies are to be ordered 
to make repairs where they have damaged the streets 
and the steam railways to clean and repair the streets 
below their viaducts.

Chicago Girl Admits be sutela 
McDonald Tragedy Cause. 


WAS A “BROTHER” TO HER. 


Murder of Bride Shoeks Nurses with 
Whom She Studied. 


Miss Marion Burke. owner of a delicates- 
sen store at 2010 South Park avenue, ad- 
mitted yesterday that she knows the secret 
trouble that drove H. D. McDonald, Illinois 
Central railroad claim agent, to shoot his 
wife and then himself Thursday night at 
Fairfield, Ia. She refused to say what the 
trouble was, however, other apf that it 
concerned women. 

Miss Burke formerly. lived in ihe Lake 
View apartment building, in which McDon- 
ald had rooms, and that she was one of the 
women concern was indicated by her 
statement that McDonald was' “a dear 
brother” to r. Asked what kind of a 
“brother” that was, she said their rela- 
tionship was brotherly and sisterly in every- 
thing except ties of blood. 

“Do you mean that he wanted to marry 
you, and that when you rejected him, you 
told him you would be a dear sister to him? " 
she was asked. 

*“* Not exactly,” she replied. 


Says She Didn’t Know Bride. 

Miss Burke said that for her to reveal the 
nature of McDonaki’s troubles would be 
equivalent to breaking her promise with the 
dead. She said she did not know Eva Mc- 
Daniel, the bride of six weeks whom McDon- 
ald murdered, nor a woman in Cincinnati 
who also claims to. have been his wife. 

Once, while being questioned, she was 
on the point of telling what she knew of the 
murderer and suicide, but changed her mind 


referred as ‘‘ the chief.” 

The telephone conversation with “the 
chief "’ evidently convinced her that it! would 
be best to have nothing more to say. $he re- 
fused to answer any further questions. 

That McDonald was a bigamist was indi- 
cated by letters found in his pockets after the 
shooting. One of these was written by a 
woman in Cincinnati. She wanted to know 
when he expected to return to Cincinnati and 
what he intended to do with their child. 

It was learned during the day that J. E. 
McDaniel, father of the murdered woman, 
feceived a letter a few days before the shoot- 
ing from a woman in Chic . It was un- 
signed and warned McDaniel that he had 
ge do something to protect his daughter's 


Mysterious Letter to McDaniel. 

“Ask your son-in-law what he meant 
when he promised to love and cherish me.”’ 
this letter said. “Tell him to come to Chi- 
cago and clear this matter if he dares. I am 
writing that you may protect your daugh- 
ter’s name. Mr. McDonald can fill in my 
name. I am only one of the girls he has de- 
ceived.”’ 

Nurses at St. Luke's hospital, where Mrs. 
McDonald, before her marriage, attended the 
nurses’ school, were shocked to learn of her 
death, Miss M. E. Johnstone, the head 
nurse, said she knew nothing of McDonald, 
but that he and his bride seemed happy when 
they left Chicago a few weeks ago.

“If retailers sold potatoes at 10 cents a 
peck they would make 25 to 66 2-3 per cent 
profit,”” said C. W. Holding, a broker with 
offices in the Ogden building. ‘“‘ Retailers 
pay 30 to 40 cents a bushe] for potatoes. 
They buy by weight and get sixty pounds for 
a bushel. They charge the consumer 15 to 
25 cents a peck, sell by the measure, and give 
only twelve pounds for a peck. This allows 
them five pecks to a bushel or 75 cents to 
$1.25, a net profit of 150 to more than 200 per 
cent. 

** Potato growers in Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Iowa, and Missouri have millions 
of bushels of potatoes in their cellars. Only 
about sixty days remain before new potatoes 
will be coming to market, but brokers here 
beHeve that farmers would be enabled to 
sell most of their holdings before then if re- 
tailers would lower their prices to correspond 
to the low wholesale figures and share their 
profits with the housewife.” 


FRANK MACKEY, SOCIETY MAN, 
HUSHES “LOAN SHARK” SUIT. 


Woman Who Charged Usury Receives 
Cash Outside of Court to Drop Attack 
on Collateral Concern. 


Frank J. Mackey, international society 
man and head of a number of collateral loan 
companies, has compromised the _ suit 
brought against the Fidelity Loan company, 
one of his principal Chicago concerns, by 
Mrs. Jennie Nicholson, who charged usuary. 

The: woman alleged she gave a $300 piano 
as security for a $50 loan, and that when 
the interest increased the debt to $89, Mack- 
ey’s employés sold the instrument. She sued 
to recover the difference between the debt 
and the value of the piano. She and her law- 
yer, Edward J. Ader, it is said, were encour- 
aged by other victims of alleged “ loan 
sharks "’ to “‘ put Mackey out of business.” 

When Mackey heard of the impending 
trouble he came here from Pasadena, Fia., 
on March 4.

Accrediting Body Spurns 
Committee’s Move to Black- 
list- Institutions Here. 


ALL IS PEACE ONCE MORE. 


Reports to Association to Be 
Made Only Once in Three 
Years from Now On. 


Chicago’s public schools are not to be elim- 
inated from the accredited lists of the North 
Central Association of Colleges and Second- 
ary Schools." Although stricken from the 
Hsts by the organization’s commission on ac- 
credited schools at a meeting Thursday night 
because of failure to comply with the rules, 
the association itself yesterday restored the 
local institutions to their long held place. 

Knowing much embarrassment and i)! feel- 
ing between local school offictals and the 
association could not help being the result 


4 of the action, members of the commission 


figured out the remedy, offered it before the 
convention at the Auditorium hotel, and car- 
ried it through without scarcely a hint of 
excitement. 

The nearest approach to a storm arose 
when Prof. G. B. Aiton, inspector for the 
association in Minnesota, entered upon 4 
speech that had in it a bit of roast for the 
school officials here. George E. MacLean 
of the University of Iowa, chairman of the 
commission, interrupted the speaker with the 
suggestion that he was out of order. C. M. 
Woodward, chairman of the meeting, 60 
ruled, and the storm clouds passed. 


Amendments Do the Work. 


The first of the two amendments to the 
association rules governing accredited lists— 
amendments that were thought out by mem- 
bers of the commission as a remedy of. the 
breach that was imminent—was one provid- 
ing that no schooy which has been in the 
association for five years or more may be 
eliminated from the lists without at least a 
year’s notice. The second of the remedying 
amendments was one providing that no school 
having twelve or more teachers need make 
reports of its condition more frequently than 
every three years. It was the yearly reports 
that the Chicago school officials opposed. 

With the new amendments in force the Chi- 
cago schools may remain on the accredited 
listS at least three years longer without sub- 
mitting to further inspections. President 
E. J. James of the University of Illinois 
moved the adoption of the amendments. A 
second followed quickly, and dhe discussion 
that came up was for the most part insig- 
nificant. 


Call It “Happy Solution.” 


** And this is a happy solution of the situa- 
tion,’’ said Chairman MacLean of the com- 
mission. ‘‘ The inspectors could make no 
other report in the case of the Chicago schools 
than was made, and the commission could 
do nothing but strike them off when the re- 
port had been heard. We hadn’t power to 
change the regulations of the association. 
That had to be done by the convention itself.”’ 

** Many schools forget or neglect to furnish 
the reports that are required each year,” 
said Mr. Aiton during the course of discus- 
sion. ‘“* But we have been shown an instance 
now of authorities of some fine schools com- 
ing to a flat decision not to present the re- 
quired reports. They have practically with- 
drawa from our association, but I contend 
t. v cannot withdraw.’ 

Hicre Mr. MacLean interrupted and Mr. 
Aiton submitted without protest to the ruling 
that he was out of order. 

Mrs. Young’s Speech Ready. 

Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superintendent of 
‘he Chicago schools, was at the meeting, and 
was prepared to make a speech, but it was not 
necessary. There was an indication by Mrs. 
Young that head a speech from her been 
necessary she would have spoken her mind 
frankly. 

“It seems that we are still in the associa- 
tion,’’ she sald after the meeting. ‘* That is 
all right: I have no complaint to make. 
Neither would I had it been the other 
way. I think the association came to the 
conclusion that it couldn't well afford to lose 
us.’’ 

The forenoon session was not free from ex- 
citement, because of charges that certain 
colleges were transgressing on the associa- 
tion rules. However, this bit of a squabble 
was satisfactorily adjusted, leaving the en- 
tire convention in a good humor for the after- 
noon's work. There were several papers on 
the prégram,together with open discussion on 
“Organization and Work of Technica! High 
Schools "’ and “ Codperative Industrial Edu- 
cation.”’ The convention, will close this 
morning.

Railroad Makes Test of an In- 
vention in the Presence 
of Aldermen. 


USED ON A LOCOMOTIVE.

Run of Twenty-eight Miles at 
Good Speed Is Without 
Soot or Cinders. 


A successful demonstration of the smoke- 
less locomotive, which has been tested in 
service on the Chicago Junction railway for 
several weeks, and which Inventor Francig 
J. Doyle claims will solve the smoke problem 
in large cities, was made yesterday afternoon 
for the benefit of members of the city coun- 
cll and representatives of the principal rail- 
roads, 

The test was made during a trip from the 
stockyards to Chappell, IJl., on the tracks of 
the Belt railway. The train was made up 
of four coal cars and a business car, and 
made the round trip of about twenty-eight 
miles at an average speed of twenty-five 
miles an hour. There was no smoke, soot, 
or cinders. ‘ 

Ald. Roberts, chairman of the smoke sub- 


mittee; Ald. McInerny and Ald. Egan ex- 
pressed themselves as satisfied with the 
emokeless quaiities of the engine, although 
they left to the railroad men the question as 
to its practicability for hauling heavy trains. 


Perfect Combustion the Principle. 

The engine is operated on what is called the 
** Doylair " system, the principle of which is 
to secure perfect combustion of the gases in 
the coal without allowing them to escape 
from the stack in the form of smoke. Inr 
stead of feeding the Ore the firebox is filled, 
and there is no draft through the stack. A 
current of air is forced through the bed of 
coal by a pair of fans, consuming the gases 
in the coal and leaving a bed of coke, which 
is consumed more slowly. 

It is claimed that the perfect combustion 
secured with this device results in a saving 
of 26 to 35 per cent in fuel, besides the sav- 
ing in continuous stoking of the fire.

Arbitrators of Wage Dispute of Loco-

The death knell of Martin B. (“Skinny’’) 
Madderi's Associated Bullding Trades, which, 
up to two years ago had an affiliated member- 
ship of more than fifty thousand building 
trades workers, was sounded yesterday by 
the withdrawal of the lathers' union and the 
electrical workers’ union from the virtually 
defunct organization, 

The electrical workers met under police 
protection at 275 La Salle street, in antici- 
pation of a possible repetition of the affray 
which took place a week ago when Richard 
A. Shields was shot by President Ray C. Mc- 
Elheny. The rye gs 4 was marked by the 
complete defeat of the “ Skinny’ Madden 
faction and the adoption of a committee re- 
port demanding the resignation of the offi- 
cers. 

The officers, including Business Agent Har- 
vey W. Raven, and “Skinny” Madden's 
first Huetenant, M, J. Boyle, who was Ra- 
ven's assistant, took the hint and vacated 
their office. A special meeting of the union 
was called for April 2 to elect a new set of 
officers, 

Suspicion of a Frame-up. ‘ 

It was said the Madden faction will put up 
an opposition ticket. The fact that Raven 
and Boyle favored the action of withdraw- 
ing from Madden’s central organization led 
the anti-Madden members» to suspect @ 
“framerup.” An, effort will be made to 
elect a committee to investigate and to re- 
port on the advisability of joining the anti- 
Madden building trades council of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. 

Shields, who was shot through the right 
lung, attended the meeting. Apparently he 
has recovered. McBEiheny, who ts out on 
$20,000 bonds, presided. Raven demanded 
that the meeting adjourn on account of the 
presence of the police, but MeElheny’s de- 
cision to proceed was sustained by the mem- 
bership.

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Realty Holders Try to Make 
It Maintain Boulevard by 
an Old Agreement. — 


UNIQUE CONTRACT SHOWN 


Road Was to Keep Up Part of 
Thirty-fifth Street in Return 
for Track Rights. 


An unusual agreement by which the Chi- 
cago City railway company in 1897 agreed to 
maintain a section of a street as a boulevard 
in return for permission to lay has 
been brought to light by trouble between the 
company and property owner# who were 
parties to the transaction. The street in 
question is Thirty-fifth, between South Park 
and Michigan avenues. The company now 
wishes to repudiate the agreement so far as 
the maintenance of a boulevard goes, fear- 
ing that it might prove troublesome in future 
negotiationg regarding the obtaining of 
frontage consents. 


South Park Board Interested. 


As a prerequisite to the agreement the 
association of owners of property along the 
street were to get for the south park board 
a connecting link between Grand and Mich- 
igan boulevards, which they did by way of 
South Park avenue and Thirty-third street. 
When this had been accomplished the park 
commissioners surrendered their jurisdiction 
over Thirty-fifth street, after which the 
agreement with the raliway was entered 
into. The property owners’ association was 
represented by Frederick C. Wells, Edward 
B. Butler, and Charles D, Irwin, as trustees, 

The railway company Hved up to the terms 
of the agreement for about five years and 
then let the comtract for keeping the street 
in good condition to the Douglas Improve- 
ment association.

Cincinnati, O.,. March 25.—[Special.]—Be- 
cause the members of the national commis- 
sion could not agree on the penalty to be im- 
posed, Johnny Kling, former Cub catcher, 
was not restored to regular standing in or- 
ganized baseball today. That his applica- 
tion for reinstatement eventually will re- 
ceive favorable consideration is regarded as 
probable. 

For several hours this afternoon the mem- 
bers of the commission gave Kling’s case 
careful and thorough consideration, prac- 
tically concluding to restore the clever back- 
stop. But when it came to a matter of 
fixing the nature of the penalty they were at such 
wide variance in their views that they were un- 
able to compromise on any sort of a verdict. 

After wrestling with the matter until evening 
the commission adjourned, as President Lynch of 
the National league was anxious to get back to 
New York and President Johnson of the American 
league was just as eager to reach Chicago. Neither 
of the league presidents would discuss the case in 
any of its phases or give any inkling of their per- 
sonal views on the subject. . 


Compromise Is Expected, 


Before their departure both Lynch and Johnson 
explained their respective attitudes to Chairman 
Herrmann and asked him to fix up some sort of a 
compromise verdict, intimating that they would 
abide by his décision. The latter will submit his 
finding to the other members within a few days, 
and it is expected the final verdict will be promul- 
gated by Thursday or Friday of next week.

HOLIDAY IN GRAIN MARKETS 


Domestic and Foreign Exchanges 
. Closed; Curb Gossip Is Bullish. © 


~ 


A few grain traders were down on the curb 
yesterday, but asa rule there were few people 
around the commission houses, as Good Fri- 
day was quite generally observed as a holiday 
by the grain trade. Every important ex- 
change in this country and abroad was closed 


for the day and there was no attempt to do 


business. Some of the cash houses were open 
and did a little business, but there was not 
much inquiry for cash grain and no important 
sales were reported. , 

Of prime importance at the moment Is the 
weather and the bulletins issued by the 
weather department yesterday: showed the 
drought had not been relieved to any extent 
in the southwest and that there were no indi- 
cations of rains for toay. Naturally the cor- 
tinued dry weather with the high tempera- 
tures ds increasing the number of crop com- 
plaints, and experts who have been in the 
field for some time and were inclined to make 
light of the #ariier in the month are 
now stating that thé hot, dry winds are doing 
more damage than was done by the extreme- 
ly low temperatures during the winter. 


Conditions Are Unfavorable. 

AS a restilt the reports now lay greater 
stress on current weather conditions than in 
regard to the winter killing, which was re- 
garded as the chief factor a few days ago. 
In some instances a few optimists are found, 
but as a rule the millers and farmers gener- 
ally are taking a black view of conditions and 
are under the impression that the injury has 
been of important dimensions. Whether a 
few weeks of normal April showers and grow- 
ing conditions will alter these views is a ques- 
tion. The country as well as the millers have 
been credited with a bullish attitude on the 
market for some time, ahd it may be possible 
that the accounts have been overdrawn. It 
is seldom, however, that there has been so 
much uniformity of opinion in regard to the 
outlook as at present, and some of the best 
posted men in the trade are firm believers in 
extensive crop damage. 

A recent development, in the: cashprade is 
regarded as significant. Millers for some time 
have been absolutely indifferent in regard to 
the cash article. Now they are beginning to 
show more interest and when buying wheat 
are asking for prompt delivery. Dealers, 
while admitting the slow character of the 
trade, say there is no means of telling when 
conditions will change, but when they dothey 
look for a radical improvement in the situa- 
tion. Supplies are small and should the flour 
business pick up to any great extent mills 
would find difficulty in buying cash wheat at 
any of the leading markets. 


Receipts Are Growing Light. 

In the northwest receipts are falling off 
quite a Httle and country elevator stocks are 
understood to-be small compared to a year 
ago. Minneapolis wheat stocks are increas- 
ing rapidly, but with smaver receipts the 
accumulation the next few wedks probably. 
will not be so rapid. Receipts in the soutn- 
west are becoming smaller, while shipments 
are large enough to cause moderate deprecia- 
tions In the weekly stock statements. 

So far there has not been much increase in 
outside trade, but the bul! leaders have accu- 
mulated a big line of both July and Septem- 
ber and are inclined to force the Issue on the 
theory that the damage already sustained, re- 
gardless of rains, has been enough to make 
the winter wheat crop a small one. 

Weather reports for the day indicated an 
extremely bullish situation in the southwest. 
At 7 o'clock on Friday temperatures were 76 
to 82 over Kansas and 74 to 78 in Nebraska, 
while throughout the central west temper- 
atures range from 75 to 84. The forecast 
for the next forty-eight hours made yester- 
day was for continued clear, warm weather. 
Should high winds prevail with such high 
temperatures excessive damage to the al- 
ready weakened wheat plant might occur, 


Corn Receives More Favor. 

Traders on the curb were inclined to talk 
a little more favorably in regard to corn, and 
there appears to be a little better class of 
outside buying in addition to the covering 
by shorts. The latter have covered on an 
immense scale on both the last two breaks, 
and this buying has enabled the big shorts 
to materially reduce their lines. Evidently 
the average bear in corn does nct relish the 
idea of being on the short side with a possi- 
ble bull market in wheat under way. Re- 
ceivers report light offerings in the country, 
and with farmers busy with spring work for 
the next few weeks arrivals will be small. 
At the same time the stocks now in store at 
the leading distributing centers make an 
impressive display and enable the bears to 
discourage outside buying at times. 


CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


CHICAGO, March 25.—Hog market rallied from 
Thursday’s late depression’and supplies sold at a 
net gain of 10c, with best offerings again top- 
ping at $11. stern shipping orders were fairly 
liberal and fewer hogs had to be carired over un- 
sold after the close of business. Receipts of cat- 
tle were limited, but the demand was correspond- 
ingly narrow and prices of cows, heifers, and bulls 
sought a lower level. Calves suffered a break of 
50c and were slow sale at the decline. Sheep 
and lamb supplies were light and prices steady. 


CATTLE. 

Fresh receipts of 1,500 cattle consisted chiefly 
of butcher stock, canners, and cutters, and plain 
light stockers and feeders. The steer trade was 
quiet and steady, but weakness pervaded all other 
branches of the trade, and pricega covered an un- 
certain range, many sellers asserting that they 
had to accept 2fic lower than on Wednesday for 
cows, heifers, and bulls. Onlya few of the regu- 
lar buyers appeared in tge alleys, and when it was 
geen that the demand was not imperative they 
decided to force scalpers, who held a good share of 
the supply, to make them concessions from the 
recent high prices. Few of the holders cared to 
earry their stock over for next week, and they 
lowered prices whenever thy could effect a sate by 
doing 80. 

Receipts of calves were posted at 800 head, 
bringing the supply for the week thus far to nearly 
12,000 head, against 9,500 a week ago. The fresh 
supply was lMberal enough to keep buyers from 
relinquishing contro! of the situation, and sales- 
men were compelled to lower asking prices largely 
25@60c from the Thursday level, bringing strictly 
choice vealers to $9.00, against $10.50 at the high 
time last week. Stocker and feeder trade was in 
a depressed condition and traders were forced to 
accept prices that were fully 25c lower than on 
Wednesday for the bulk of their holdings.
